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ANNUAL  MEETING  SET 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Livingston  College  Association  of  Graduates 
will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  May  25  at  7 pm  in  the  Faculty  Dining  Room,  upstairs 
in  Tillett  Hall. 

We  have  urgent  matters  to  discuss.  Our  association  is  very  poor  and  on 
the  brink  of  financial  disaster.  Unless  we  regroup  and  build  our  strength  we 
may  have  to  disband.  More  details  of  our  situation  are  included  in  the  letter 
below. 

We  urge  you  to  read  this  material  carefully  and  act  accordingly. 


Dear  Livingston  Graduate: 

We  have  a problem;  our  alumni  group 
is  in  danger  of  collapse. 

On  Sunday,  April  18,  the  Livingston 
College  Association  of  Graduates  held  a 
brunch,  a scholarship  fund-raiser.  About 
60  people  attended,  approximately  1%  of 
the  College's  alumni.  Does  this  mean 
that  only  one  person  in  a hundred  who 
attended  Livingston  believes  the  College 
and  its  students  are  worth  supporting? 

Of  that  same  6000  graduates,  only 
about  150  people  joined  our  alumni 
association,  the  Livingston  College 
Association  of  Graduates,  last  year. 

Does  this  mean  that  only  2Js%  of  our  alumni 
want  to  stay  in  touch  with  each  other 
and  continue  their  relationship  with  the 
College? 

I don't  think  so.  I think  our 
friends  and  classmates  cherish  the 
Livingston  experience  and  believe  their 
education  was  a cut  above  the  ordinary, 
that  it  was  multi-faceted  and  gave  them 
something  special  that  they  wouldn't  have 
gotten  elsewhere.  Part  of  that  special 
something,  for  many  of  us,  was  a strong 


sense  of  ourselves  as  individuals  who 
matter,  human  beings  with  strong  ideas 
about  our  world,  and  the  courage  and 
commitment  to  work  for  what  we  believe 
in. 

If  you  believe  in  Livingston  College, 
show  your  support  now  by  joining  the  LCAG. 
With  the  effects  of  University  reorganization 
still  an  unkown  quantity,  with  the  effects 
of  the  Reagan  budget  cuts  in  student  finan- 
cial aid  all  too  apparent,  and  this  year's 
far  lower- than-hoped-for  University  budget 
likely  to  mean  yet  another  tuition  hike, 
Livingston  College  needs  our  support  more 
than  ever. 

The  LCAG  supports  the  College  in 
several  ways.  By  sponsoring  events  like 
the  scholarship  brunch,  we  raise  money 
and  also  bring  alumni  back  to  the  campus, 
where  Dean  Jenkins  and  faculty  members 
can  speak  to  us  and  share  their  concerns 
about  the  College. 

Association  members  make  calls  to 
Livingston  alumni  during  the  University 
Foundation's  Annual  Phonothon  to  solicit 
financial  support  for  the  College  and 
the  University  . (Each  donor  may 
designate  where  his/her  gift  will  be 
used.)  Besides  the  actual  monetary 


benefit  to  the  Livingston  Library,  the 
Dean's  Discretionary  Fund,  scholarships, 
our  increased  giving  to  the  College  earns 
us  and  our  school  respect  in  the  eyes 
of  the  University  community. 

Our  representation  on  the  Rutgers 
Alumni  Federation  Board  of  Governors 
and  our  active  participation  in  such 
Federation-sponsored  activities  as 
Alumni  Homecoming  also  serve  to  place 
Livingston  College  and  its  alumni  (us I) 
in  view  of  the  University.  But  the 
Livingston  College  Association  of 
Graduates  stands  in  danger  of  financial 
collapse  at  this  moment.  Not  from 
mismanagement;  we've  participated  in 
Homecoming,  held  our  brunch,  published 
a newsletter  and  sold  Livingston  College 
t-shirts  this  year,  all  on  a budget  of 
roughly  $1500.00.  Postage  for  a third- 
class  (bulk-rate)  mailing  to  all  our 
alumni,  like  the  newsletter  and  this 
letter,  costs  approximately  $360.00  for 
each  mailing.  And  that  is  postage  only. 

Add  to  that  the  costs  of  paper,  printing, 
envelopes  and  general  administrative 
costs,  and  our  problem  is  clear. 

In  order  to  remain  in  existence, 
we  must  have  your  support.  We  need  at 
least  10%  of  our  alumni-that' s 600  of 
you-to  join  up,  pay  dues,  and  come  out 
to  support  our  alumni  events,  if  our 
association  is  to  remain  alive  and 
autonomous. 

Our  options  without  your  support 
are  limited.  The  group  may  die  off,  there- 
by ceasing  our  support  to  the  college, 
as  it  did  once  before,  or  we  may  join  a 
larger  alumni  group-a  University-wide 
group  or  the  Rutgers  Alumni  Association. 

At  this  point,  the  choice  is  yours. 

I have  every  confidence  that  you  will 
come  to  the  support  of  our  College  and 
the  Livingston  College  Association  of 
Graduates  now  that  you  realize  just  how 
essential  your  support  is. 

Our  annual  dues  are  $10.00,  less 
than  most  of  us  spend  on  lunches  or  on 
entertainment  in  a week.  Paying  dues 
will  bring  you  our  newsletter,  a 
subscription  to  the  Rutgers  Alumni 
Magazine  (five  issues  per  year) 
including  Personals  on  Livingston's 
graduates,  and  announcements  of  our 


alumni  events.  Coming  to  those 
events  will  bring  you  a good  time 
socially  and  the  sense  of  doing  some- 
thing worthwhile  for  a place  that  did 
something  worthwhile  for  you. 

I look  forward  to  your  prompt 
response  and  to  seeing  you  become  an 
active  member  of  the  Livingston 
College  Association  of  Graduates.
